That was an 
enormous figure, created by the war de- 
mand. Today the price is $8.50 and that 
carload only brings. $1,445,. which {3 a 
drop of $2,465. And this they call direful 
deflation! ;

A price of $8.50 for hogs«is a good price, 
and means 85 cents a bushel for corn, 
which is a big’price for corn—altogether 
too high for the consumer. 

What is a fair price for hogs and corn?
